Pity  the  Poor  Mail  Orderly; 

He  Only  Delivers  the  Letters 
But  Is  Blomed  for  Everything 


Was  In  Casts 
Of  Broadway  Hits; 
Radio  Star 

When  the  8th  Company  of  the 
1st  Student  Training  Regiment, 
delves  into  their  sea  of  talent,  it 
is  easy  for  them  to  dip  out  an 
interesting  personality.  Joseph  S. 
Scandur,  29,  and  born  in  New 
York  City,  can  easily  furnish 
hours  of  entertainnjent.  Singing 
musical  comedy,  he  made  his  first 
appearance  in  1933  at  Radio  City 
Music  Hall  with  the  Roxy  Show 
Gang  during  their  initial  engage- 
ment .  which  lasted  four  weeks. 
From  there  he  went  into  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan  on  Broadway  for 
eight  weeks.  Next  he  played  in

IN  ARMY  TWO  YEARS 

Candidate  Scandur  was  induct- 
ed at- Fort  Dix,  New  Jersey,  and 
has  been  in  the  army  nearly  two 
years.  Immediately  upon  induc- 
tion he.  began  assisting  producing 
enlisted  men's  shows  and  perform- 
ed in  shows  nightly  until  Octo- 
ber' 13,  1942,  when  he,  came  to 
OCS.  He  also  appeared  on  WOR, 
Mutual  Broadcasting  Company, 
on  the  average  of  once  a  month — 
besides  performing  on  a  station 
in  Trenton,  N.  J.j  three  nights  a 
week.

stacks  and  stacks — well,  even  one 
letter  sometimes  looks  like  a 
stack,— of  mail  while  they  didn't, 
get  even  so  much  as  a  postal 
card. 

But  every  postal  sergeant  or 
corporal  was  vociferous  in  telling 
of  the  hardships  he  has  to  face 
each  day  in  handling  out  the  mail 
—and  of  the  insults  they  some- 
times have  to  take  from  the  sol- 
diers who  stand  out  there  m  the 
line  and  don't  get  any  mail. 

"Some  of  those  guys  think  we 
hide  their  mail  or  something, 
said  Corp.  Alfred  Altenheim,  at 
DEML  headquarters,  who  is  a. 
veteran  at  the  game  of  finding  the 
little  oblongs  that  mean  so  much 
to  the  soldier,-  no  matter  how 
poorly  written  the  address  may 
be.  or,  how  badly  misspelled  the 
name'  may  have  been/ 
WE  ONLY  DELIVER  'EM 

"Some  of  these  boys  seem  to 
think  we  write  these  letters  and 
address  them,  ourselves  person- 
ally," he  •  said.  "They  bawl  us 
out  something  fierce  if  they,  don  t 
get  a  letter  every  time  there  s 
mail  call.  After  a^ong,  long  time 
at  this  job,  I  have  just  one  word 
of  advice  to  give— and  I  think 
everybody  else  on  the  Post  with 
my  job  can  say  the  same  thing  to 
the  men— If  .you  want  to  get  let- 
ters, write  some  yourself  first. 
Lots  of  the  men  never  send  out 
letters  to  the  folks  back  home

WAS  IN  ISLANDS  . 

Lieut.  Scherba  enlisted  in  the 
armv  in  1932  immediately  after 
graduating  from  the  -  David  B. 
Oliver  High  school  in  Pittsburgh. 
With  the  exception  of  a  few  brief 
visits  to  the  states,  he  has  been 
in  the  islands  until  his  recent  ap- 
pointment to  the  Infantry  School. 

He  was  in  the  infantry  for  eight 
years  and  later  became  a  member 
of  a  ground  crew  at  Hickam  field. 
Dec.  8,  the  day  after  the  Japanese 
attack  at  Pearl  Harbor,  he  be- 
came an  assistant  engineer  in  the 
crew  of  a  B-17. 

Scherba  was  involved  in  the 
United  States  attack  on  the  Gil- 
bert islands,  and  his  ship-  was 
once  lost  for  eight  hours. 

While  at  Fort  Benning,  Scherba 
was  a  member  of  the  third  student 
training  regiment  under  the  com- 
mand of  Col.  R.  E.  Lord. 


Five  days  after  arriving  at  Ft. 
Dix  he  started  the  camp  news- 
paper—"Reception  Center  Gaz- 
ette," and  was  editor  for  15 
months,  turning  it  over  to  Jimnue 
Cannon,  sports  writer  for  a  New 
York. paper.  He  was  in  charge  of 
the  Special  Service  Office,  being 
the  ranking  non-commissioned. of- 
ficer, and  had  35  men  plus  about 
35  special  duty  men  to  drill  and 
to  account  for  their  duties  every 
day. 

He  was  in  charge  of  all  offi 
cer's  social  activities;  arranging 
athletic  programs,,  and  saw  that 
the  inductees  at  12  Receiving 
Companies  were  well  taken  care 
of— furnishing  entertainment  and 
bolstering  morale  in  numerous 
ways.  _He  made  necessary  ar- 
rangements for  outside  entertain- 
ment, equipment  for  shows,  and 
arranged  shows  for  task  forces 
that  would  stop  at  camp  to  receive 
equipment  before  moving  on.

"On  the  other  hand,"  CoL.  Kel- 
ley said,  "the  only  people  the 
Japanese  really  fear  are  the  Rus- 
sians. Japan  has  visioned  herself 
as  dominating  the  Far  East,  and 
there  Russia  is  in  the  way.  The 
Soviets  have  kept  Siberian  troops 
just  across  the  border  from  Man- 
churia thus  immobilizing  th< 
'cream  of  the  Japanese  Army.1  ' 
Col.  Kelley's  lecture  was  the 
second  of  a  series  of  talks  •  be- 
fore the  group  clarifying  moves 
of  the  Allied  and  Axis  forces. 

When  asked  if  he  .  believed 
there  was  any  possibility  if  in- 
tenal  dissension  in  Germany,  the 
speaker  said  that  -while  Japan  has 
"face"  which  she  must  not  lose, 
and  France  has  its  sense  of  honor 
which  makes  handling  the  French 
a  job  of  utmost  delicacy,  Ger- 
many, has  neither  and  will,  there- 
fore, sue  for  peace  when  she  real- 
izes that  she  is  defeated. 
XEXT  MOVE 

Tracing  developments  of  the 
war  which  have  taken  place  dur- 
ing the  past  month,  Col  .  Kelley 
pointed  out  that  all .  indications 
are  that  a .  strong  second  front 
wnl  be  developed. 

"The  next  move,  from  a~.  logi- 
cian's standpoint,  would  be  to.  take 
Crete  and  Greece  and  reinforce 
the  Yugo-Slavs.  This  in  _  turn 
would  give  Turkey  courage  Tur- 
key wishes  to  remain  neutral  but 
does  not  want"  to  find  herself  on 
the  losing  side. 

"The  tremendous  climax  now 
being  reached  in  the  war  was 
prepared  at  the  conference  of 
Churchill  and  -Roosevelt  in  June, 
1942.  The  decision  reached  then 
was  one  of  the  most  momentous 
in  the  history  of  the  world." 

So  emphasized  Col.  Reginald  H. 
Kelley.  president  of  the  reclassi- 
fication board,  in  a  lecture  .--Mon- 
day afternoon  on  late  develop- 
ments of  the  war  before' the  Cur- 
rent Events  group  of  the  Wom- 
an's Club.  The  lecture  was  the 
second  of  a  series  of  talks  clari- 
fying moves  of  the  Allied  and 
Axis  forces. 

Col.  Kelley  pointed  Out  that  al- 
though '  hundreds  of  persons,  in- 
cluding scores  of  newspapermen, 
must  have  known  of  the  decision, 
first  word  of  the  plan  ,was  not 
known  until  November  8,  .when 
American  troops  were  reported 
landing  at  Casablanca,  Oran,  and 
Algiers.

Then  there's  the  fellow  who  is 
very  punctual  about  answering 
letters.  He  has  written  to  all  his 
friends,  telling  them  where  he  is. 
Then,  as  soon  as  he  gets  b  letter, 
he  manages  "to  get  off  .an  answer. 
Opposite  that,  of  course,  there's 
the  fellow  who  keeps  muttering, 
I  really  must  write  to  Aunt  Sal- 
ly. I  owe  her  one."  A  month  or 
so  later,  he  does  get  .  out  a -letjter 
and  the  Auntie,  or  whoever  it 
may  be,  is  so-  astonished  to  hear 
from  him  that  she  probably  an- 
swers immediately,  thereby  mak- 
ing another  letter  that  the  poor 
fellow  must  keep  worrying  about 
answering.  . 

Another  type  of  letter  writer 
_  the  great  lover.  He  keeps  up 
a  correspondence  with  half  a  do- 
zen or  so  babes  back  home  or 
from  other  cities  near  where  he 
has  been  stationed  at  various 
Army  posts. 

The  technique  of  these  lads  va- 
ries widely,  too.  Some  merely 
write  the  same  letter"  to  all  of  the

Brinkerhoff  Served 
District  Attorney 

A  former  assistant  district  at- 
torney of  New  York  county^  and 
ex-righthand  man  of  Thomas  E. 
Dewey,  New  York  governor-elect, 
is  Officer  Candidate  Remsen 
Brinkerhoff  of  the  16th  Company, 
2nd  Student  Training  Regiment, 
Fort  Benning. 

Brinkerhoff  had  the  distinction 
of  serving  with  Dewey  during  the 
famous  racket-busting  days,  when 
New  York's  two-fisted  district  at- 
torney gained  national  recogni- 
tion. After  Dewey  left,  Brinken- 
hoff  continued  in  his  capacity  as 
assistant  district  attorney,  work- 
ing with  Frank  Hogan  for  six 
months  before  entering  the  army. 

After  completing  his  pre-law 
studies  at-  Princeton,  he  traveled 
extensively  in  Europe,  the  Near 
East,  and  Middle  East.  During  this 
period  he  mastered  four  lang- 
uages. Upon  returning  to  the  Unit- 
ed States,  Candidate  Brinkenhoff 
entered  Columbia  Law  School, 
from  which  institution  he  gained 
his  LLB  degree  in  1937. 

Before  entering  the  army  as  a 
volunteer  officer  candidate, 
Brinkerhoff  had  previous  military 
training  at  Princeton,  and  later 
attended  the  Businessmen's 
Training  Camp  conducted  at 
Plattsburg  Barracks,  N.  Y.  in  the 
fall  of  1940.

The  Regimental  Dispensaries  of 
the  1st  STR  under  the  supervision 
of  Regimental  jSurgeon,  Major 
Frank  I.  Ciofalo,  have  become 
an  important  unit  of  the  Medical 
Arm  of  the  postJ  This  was  achi- 
eved through  tl^e  work  of  the 
Regimental  Surgeon,  Captain  Jo- 
seph Drozd,  Lt.  pavid  C.  Young, 
Lt.  Wm.  H.  Bernstein,  and  tl>e 
combined  efforts  of  the  enlisted 
men  in  both  dispensaries. ' 

In  April  1941  the  dispensary 
was  located  in  a  smatt  .portion 
of  the  Student  Training.  4  Unite 
Headquarters  building,  with  only 
three  enlisted  meh  as  cadre.  Since 
that  time  numerolis  obstacles  have 
been  hurdled  in  the  expansion 
that  saw  the  sicki  call  at  641  cases 
per  month  in  April  1941  grow 
proportionately  jto  the  ' increase 
in  the  regiment.!

Medical 
Detachment  was  one  of  the  on* 
ginal  three  members  of  the  cadre.

The  Fort  Benning  soldier  with 
a  personal  interest  in  the  news 
about  Rickenbacker  is  Maj.  Rich- 
ard M.  Leland,  Jr.,  member  of 
an  advanced  rfass  in  the  Third 
Company,  First  Student  Training 
Regiment,  who  at  one  time  was 
a  sergeant  in  charge  of  motor  re- 
pair w&rk  at  the  original  Ameri- 
can Training  Base  in  France  m 
1918  when  Rickenbacker  received 
his  first  military  pilot  training 
there.

"Rickenbacker  came  in  as  a 
geant  and  took  his  flying  training 
in  about  60  days,"  Major  Leland 
said,  when  asked  about  his  \ 
time  experiences.

'It  occurred  while  our  crew 
was  eating  mess,"  he  said.  "Altho 
we  had  not  werked  together  very 
long,  each  man  knew  just  what 
to  do.  Our  teamwork  was  magnifi- 
cent. No  sooner  had  the. first  bomb 
hit  than,  in  perfect  unison,  every 
man  hit  the  mess  hall  floor  — 
each  man  under  the  biggest  table 
he  could  find.  The  whole  thing 
over  in  about  one  or  two 
minutes,"  he  continued.  "There 
were  four  or  five  planes  altoge- 
ther and  their  bombs  blew  up 
several  hangers  and  buildings,  in  - 
cluding a  barrack  just  recently 
evacuated  by  a  portion  of  the 
working,  crew.
